REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are all the claims pending in the application. By this Amendment, Applicant 
cancels claims 1 and 2 without prejudice or disclaimer and rewrite the allowable claims 3, 5-7, 
10, and 17 into their respective independent forms.

Claims 1 and 2 presently stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 and claims 3-19 contain 
allowable subject matter.

Specifically, Applicant does not acquiesce to the Examiner's reasons for rejecting claims 
1 and 2. However, to expedite the prosecution of the above-identified application and without 
commenting on the substantive merits of the Examiner's rejections, Applicant rewrites allowable 
claims 3,5-7, 10, and 17 into their independent forms. Accordingly, as acknowledged by the 
Examiner, independent claims 3, 5-7, 10, and 17 are now allowable. Claims 4, 8, 9, 11-16, 18, 
and 19 are patentable at least by virtue of their dependency.
